To Keep Well 

For instance there is a Long 
Beacli family who owns a cabin in 
tlie canyon and who spend much of 
their time here because several of 
the members are bothered with sore 
throat during tlie foggy weather at 
the beach hut when they come to 
the foothill city they suffer no in¬ 
convenience. This family is not in 
any way in the invalid class and 
Sierra Madre is particularly fortu¬ 
nate in possessing a climate which 
provided better health even for the 
comparatively healthy. 

There are also a number of busi¬ 
ness men and women who live in 
Sierra Madre because of an extreme¬ 
ly nervous condition, either organic 
or because of the nature of their 
work, which requires them to live 
in a place where the surroundings 
are the best that can be found, in 
order that they may have strength 
to do their daily work. There are 
many such persons who have in¬ 
creased their efficiency as well as 
their happiness in living in Sierra 
Madre, where the air is always pure 
and surroundings ideal. 

Reward of Life Work 

Then there is the class of people 
who have done their bit in the 
world and are resting, or at least 
taking the reward of their labors. 
Maybe the hardships of early strug¬ 
gles and the subsequent strain of 
the tasks they were set to accomplish 
have left their marks and a smiling 
sun and a clean pure air is needed 
to keep them at their best and they 
come to Sierra Madre.

It is hard to belieye that people are 
much different in one place than in 
another unless one has actually ex¬ 
perienced the difference, but there 
are those who will tell you that 
there is more friendly helpfulness 
and sympathetic understanding in 
Sierra Madre than in any other 
town of the same size, well, any¬ 
where. 

Why do people come to Sierra 
Madre? For any one of the reasons 
or perhaps all of them and those 
who come for any one of the advan¬ 
tages named have the others gratis. 
There at least are enough good rea- !

As war was their chief occupation 
bravery was the first virtue among the 
Shoshone Indians of the American 
Northwest. None could hope to be dls 
11agulshed without having given proof 
of It, nor could there be any prefer 
rnent or Influence among the nation 
without some warlike achievement. 

The Important events which gave 
reputation to a warrior and entitled 
him to a new name were: Killing a 
white (or grizzly) hear, stealing hull 
vldually the horses of the enemy, lend 
Ing a party who happened to lie sue 
ressful either In plundering horses oi 
destroying the enemy, and. lastly 
scalping an enemy warrior. 

These acts seemed of nearly equal 
dignity, says the Detroit News, hut the 
last—that of taking an enemy war 
rlor’s scalp—was an honor quite Imle 
pendent of the act of vanquishing him 
since one’s adversary was of no ini 
portance unless the scalp was hronghi 
from the field of battle. 

Were a warrior to slay any number 
of his enemies In action and others 
were to obtain the sculps or first touch 
the dead, they would have all the hon 
ora, since they had borne off tbs 
trophy.
